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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Needed: Clean 


The importance of industrial erowth 


Tax Dollars 

as a source of 
what may be termed ‘‘clean’’ tax dollars — has never been 
more apparent. Home owners in this community certainly 
must see this, as they, for the first time, are called upon 
to pay their share of the full cost of government. 

Indeed, all over the state the same cry has gone up. For 
Andover taxpayers have much the same problem as their 
brethren. The small real estate taxpayer iS paying a tre- 
mendous portion of the cost of government in most small 
communities — and in some larger ones — because there 
is no other source of income. 

The industrial-residential balance has been destroyed. 
No lonver are there enough industries in the communities, 
including Andover. 

And what do we do about it? 

Little, all too little. 

It was revealing to see a news story in a Boston news- 
paper on this subject. Experts were quoted as criticizing 
the communities, and the state, for spending money on 
hoopla without possessing, first, the basic selling tools 
facts. In substance, the article said that too many indus- 
trial commissions are spending municipal dollars on ex- 
pensive brochures, lavish advertising campaigns and on 
veneral good will. Meanwhile, these commissions are 
spending little or nothing on proving their claims. They 
have few, if any, facts on their local industrial areas — no 
substantial surveys of existing or planned services, 
roads, utilities and the many other facts needed by any 
industry seeking a home. 

This, we regret to point out, is true of Andover. 

While we have spent no money on advertising — we 
have also failed to provide a real survey of the industrial 
areas. We have, as far as can be learned, no firm plans 
for developing the areas. 

The facts needed by an industry seeking a location are 
not readily available and there certainly is no plan for the 
future as to the eventual construction of services within 
the areas. But these are facts that any industry would 
require. 

It seems that in Andover we have paid lip service to 
the demands for industrial growth by zoning areas for 
industry. We have an industrial commission made up of 
businessmen and leaders in the community. 

But we lack a plan. We have no engineering study of the 
areas nor data needed in any sales talk with potential 
developers or industrial concerns. 

It’s difficult to place the responsibility for this on any 
person or group. For there is considerable doubt in many 
minds that the town actually wants industry. Too many 
times we have seen residents, even, on occasion, town 
officials, heckle and badger existing industries. And we 
have heard prominent persons indulge in comments that 
indicate their basic feelings in this vital matter. An 
atmosphere of suspicion has been created in some cir- 
cles, to the point that a firm wishing to come here might 
be so tied down by regulations, based on suspicion of its 
future course of action, that it would eventually refuse to 
locate in the town. 

Still the town needs industrial balance — it needs tax 
dollars from other sources than the small taxpayer. 


We should get on the ball; make up our minds to take 
positive action; then take it — not talk about it. 


Their Job Is Worthwhile 


It's remarkable how quickly thetown has changed from 
a passive summer existence to the active pace of the fall. 

The first working day of September was noted as being 
exceptionally busy — a sign of the interest and enthusiasm 
in many local projects. And there are few more enthusias- 
tic workers than those men and women who do publicity 
work for the many organizations.

We welcome their assistance, for we can do our job 
better with their help, 

We might add one further comment — specially for those 
men and women who never have done this sort of work 
before. Please stop in and ask us about news deadlines, 
preparation of copy and related matters, That way, we'll 
be able to work better together,
